1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings submitted on February 10, 2004 are obviously 
informal. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Ames (newly cited). 

4. Claims 8, 11, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Nordberg et al (newly cited). 

Note the torsion spring 76 which is the tensioning device between the frame 38a 
and the link 38b. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ames in 
view of Leyonhjelm et al (newly cited). 

To use an eccentric bushing mounted on a frame and a socket joint to allow the 
pivotal movement would have been obvious as taught by Leyonhjelm et al in order to 
allow more movement of the axle. 

7. Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schroter et al in view of Shustack (both newly cited). 

To provide endless tracks around the first and second wheels of Schroter et al 
would have been obvious as taught by Shustack in order to allow the cart of Schroter et 
al to travel over irregular ground. 

8. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nordberg et al in view of Schroter et al. 

To use the frame and idler wheel assembly on a cart would have been obvious 
as taught by Schroter et al as this would allow the cart to be used on irregular ground. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1 , 4-8, and 11-13 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show other endless track and idler wheel 
assemblies.
